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DEATH OF LIEUT. CHALMERS. 

laevt. Col. Evans, commanding the 
Canadian Mounted Rifles sends from 
Belfast, Transvaal, the following re- 
port of the death of Lieut Chalmers 
which oceurret du Nov. 2nd. 

The advance guerd consisted off six- 
teen of the Canadian Mounted Rifles 
ander command of Major Sanders. ‘The 
advance party was commanded < by 
lieut. Chaliners and was accompanied 
by a guide who bad given them the 
wrong directions, When the advance 
yarty.bume into touch with ihe enemy 
the main coluinn had branched off to 
the right and was nearly two miles 
away. Lt. Chalmers’ troops - engaged 
the enemy from a spur projecting 
from the main ridge. The advance 


guard although largely outnumbered 
and in a most dangerous, fosition held 


the place under severe rifle fire, <*. 

Ad order came from the, G. 0. CG. to 
retire. The retirement of the advanved 
party to the support was conducted 
by Lt. Chalmers ia a most skillful 
manner under severe fire. The further 
retirement was carried out steadily by 
swceessive groups. Corporal Schell’s 
horss was killed and ‘fell wreon him, 
injuring his ankle. Sgt. Tryon gave 
him his horse and Major Sanders no- 
ticing Sgt. Tryon dismounted rode 
back to him and took hin: on his horse. 
The saddle turned and threw, both to 
the crount, ‘he herse boiting. Major 
Sanders was slightly wounded in the 
left side and partially stunned: by the 
fall. Lt. Chalmers .went to Major 
Sanders’ assistance, and endeavored ‘to 
bring him back wiih him but could 
pot. Chalmers then joined the firing 
line aad sent Pte. J. G. Smith back 
with a spare horse for Major Sanders, 
but the latter could not mount, 

Lt. Chalmers would not retire any 
further unti! he brought Sanders with 
him. and while taking steps to secure 
men from the support to enable him to 
carry out his intention he was shat 
throug ‘the body and ‘died a few min- 
utes later. About this time a shell 
was dropped in the ranks of the en- 
emy and made them ietire. The killed 
were Lt. Chalmers, and the wounded 
Major Sanders, Pte. R. J. Northway 
slightly. Pte. F. E. Pratt, severely. 
Col. Evans refers to the courage dis- 
played Wy Lt, Chalmers and the skill- 
ful way he handied the advanced 
guard. When Lt. Chalmers was shot 
he had left cover to warn an orderly 
to dismomnt as Le was in a danger- 


ous spot. Lieut. Gen. Smith Dorien 
attended the funeral, 
Lieut.

The fire forced the enemy to 
abandoa their project and take. refuge 
behind a stone wall from whence aftier 
being re-inforced by their compenions 
they opened a hbk fire on the Canadians 
in return. The writer was lying be- 
hind an aat hill with bis bridle rein 
over his arm. One of the bullets came 
close enough to strike the ant heap 
and knock a piece of mud in the horses 
fabe.. After keeping the Boers at bay 
wnutil the column had, got: safely away 
thia.mea remounted and hurried after 
their companions, On regaining their 
command ‘they reported the in- 
cident and were thcnoked by ~ being 
sharply and sternly reprimanded by the 
commanding officer for lagging - be- 
hind ‘withqut orders. !

I* has fine edifices, substantial 
bank breildings, and A i stores, All 
this advancemont is the result of dairy- 
ing. True. th's industry cannot be en- 
gaged in without work, but the work 
pays. Ifffther> +e a family the work is 
light, the daughters helt: to milk the 
cows and attend to the cream, It is 
work they like and for which they are 
adapted. Ia Norway the milkmaids da 
all the work. ‘The income derived from 
the dairy products is a sure thing,com- 
iin every month. The nigitmare of 
the butcher, baker or candiestick mak- 
er dunning you at al[ hours is never 
present. Your slumbers are « never 
disturbed by the tax man Your 
daughters can afford to dress well, 
and are looked up to and respected. 
Work never made anyone's life short- 
er; it is the want. of it that cripples 
and yaralyzes people. 

Again tk’s district of Alberta ia 
similar te parts of Australia, more fit- 
teq for stock raising than the growing 
and marketing of grain. Close — seti- 
tlement too is curtailing, thei area for 
pasture. Inia few years tame grasses 
wil! have to be cultivated to take the 
piace of ibe natural ones. What then 
will the farmers do? They will have 
to adapt themselves to the new circum- 
stances and changed environment. 

Dairying, in our dginion, wilk be the 
leading industry of the future. Tie 
prolucts of the dairy can! be wrapped 
up in small parcels, are easy of ship- 
meat, and from their very natwre will 
always command a ready sale. No 
country is better suited for this pur- 
pose than Alberta, Let us then gird 
wa our loins and see, that a creamery 
id establisied in owr, midst, and if we 
do so prosperity and affluence will 
take the place of poverty and want.

LEAD DUTIES. 

The silver jead miues 02 Kootenay 
have; so far produced the greater part 
of ‘ho mineral weaith of the Kootenay, 
While gold has attrached more out- 
side capital and has been ‘more boomed, 
the silver Jead mines have vielded large 
and more profitable returns. Not 
only so ;but new discoveries inf Jistricts 
already producing and still otheri dis- 
toveries in districts which have aat 
yet become producing indicate that for 
many years if not far all time silver 
lead will be the leading product of the 
mines of British Columbia. The Terri- 
tories at large and particularly Al- 
berta. are deerly interested id every- 
thing that tends to increase production 
Gi mineral, and therefore consumption 
of food, in British Columbia; What- 
ever increased the production. vf silver 
lead in Kdatenay makes a demanoi ‘for 
au increased production of fovd, in Al- 
berta.. A demand is being made on 
beLalf of certain interests in the 
Kootenay for av adjust-aent of duties 
on lead—or for the imposition) of new 
‘@uiiies—ostengibly with a view of in- 
creasing lead production, As already 
stated the interest of Alberta id autire< 
ly with an increasa in the profitable 
employment of labor in tha Koarenay 
mines or in the mining regions. The 
plea is made that it is possible by an 
adjystment, of the duties to compel the 
smelling df tne lead ore mined in the 
Kootenay in Canada, and thereljt em- 
ploy not only the present Jarge force 
a miners, but alse an; almost equally 
large and: well gaid force of smelter 


men, The preposition is decidediy at- 
trictive, ; 
But unfortunately opinions in 


Kootenay are not united as to what 
tha result of impositiom of extraordin- 
ary duties would be. The smelting 
centres are unanimously in favor of 
the dutties. But the iaterests of the 
mine owners are rather against any; 
drastic tariff legislation. The Janger 
which the mine owners foresea is that 
the duties which assist the smeiters 
may be a burdenvon the miues, Cer- 
tainly if the cayties cani'be sa adjusted 
as to build up smelters and at ithe 
same time induce the development of 
the mines, we want the duties. But 
if production is to be hindered -and 
rorrespondingly restricted in order 
that smeiting centres may profit, we 
in Alberta do not want it. The San- 
don Paystreak in a recent article re- 
plying to the demand of the Nelson 
Tribune fer “the sama duties om lead 
and lead products as are imposed by 
tha ‘Uniied States” discusses tha ques- 
tion.from the point of view of jthe 
miner, It says: 

“Tae result of an import duty on 
leadjand lead products would ‘probably 
be to place the industry in the hands ai 
a monopoly which would endeavart to 
raise the home price of the manufact- 
ured aritcle and keey down the price 
ot the raw material, That is to say, 
fonsumers of lead would be made to 


‘pay more than itis worth, while pro- 


dujers Gf lead ore would get the mini- 
mum price for the raw material. The 
cuty, which would be virtually a ponus 
to smelters, would be pocketed, as 
far as the circumstances would fer 
mit, by the smelting’ companies, Lead 
consumers in Great Britain or China 
would derive a certain benefit from tne 
Canadian ¢uty, in this particulag that 
the smelters would be able ta - ‘sell 
cheaper in foreign markets on a'ccount 
of the tariff-raised price in Canada, 
_“There is absolutely no compatition. 
Not only do the American smelters not 
compete among themselves, but tha C, 
P. R. smelter aq Trail does not enter 
ectively into competition with the 
American smelting trust. The C. rs 
R. has a mulch betten game. It usey 
the Trail smelter as a club to force 
the American railways ti ray. a com- 
mission cn all lead ore shipped from 
points reached by both the Ameiican 
railways ani the ©, P, R. Sandan is 
one of these points, and every ion of 
ore loaded at Sandon means so inuch 
long haul commission for the Cana- 
dian Pacific, no matter whether it

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FROM THE ARCIIC CIRCLE. 

‘ AV, H. Connor arrived on Friday 
from his trading post at Fort Godl 
Hope pn the Mackenzie ‘river, near the 
Arctic Circle. He came by team from 
Lao la, Biche, by dogs from Fort Smith 
to Lac le Fiche, and by cane from 
Gobd Hope to Smith. The total dis- 
tance is about 1,600 miles, 

Ha left Good Hope on Aug. 24th, and 
tracked up the Mcckenzia, - paddled 
along the squth shore of Great Slave 
lake, and tracked up Slave river - to 
Smith making the distance of 1,000 
miles in forty days, reaching! Smith hai 
Oct. 11th. Mr. Connor was delayed 
at Smith for some‘weeks by the death 
of Capt. Boyd, which bead occurred on 
Oct. Ist. Capt. Boyd was in tke emplay 
of Mr. Connor who had: engaged him 
to build two small steamers for him 
at Smith during the present winter, 
onej a smail flat, bottomed! boat ta ply 
o2 the waters of the Slave, Peace and 
Athabasea rivers above the Fort Smith 
Portage, and the other a propelior 55 
fost keel, 11 foot beam and 51-2 feet 
depth of hold to ‘ply on the Mackenzie 
gown to Good Hes aad the Arctic 
azsean. The death of Capi. Boyd dis- 
arranged Mr, Connors’ plans for a 
time at any rate and, possibly for the 
whole season, ‘ 

Myr. Connor left Fort Smith! on Nov. 
Qist, with three trains of dogs for 
Chisewyan, McMurray and Lac la 
Biche, The ice bad not taken in Slave 
river when they started and when 
nearing lake Athabasca on Noy, 25th 
thy river was clear of ice, This made 
travelling difficult and correspording- 
ly slow and dangerous, 

Mr. Connor was accompanie] 
throughout the trip by Robt. Dewar, 
who has Ueen in his employ for som: 


years, Both men are ret anid, look 
well,‘scone the worse of their long and 
trying trip. 


This is the th'rd time Mr. Connor 
has covered the ground between Ed- 
monton and Fort Good Hope within 
the year. He started from Gvood Hope 
on Jan. 10th, last and traveiling all 
the way with dogs reached Edmoaiton 
og April 2ud. On that trip, he was 
accompanied by three Indians from the 
north who had never been south of the 
Arviic vecore. He also brought 
some dogs right through which had 
come from the Arc tic Red River, sever- 
al he gree miles below Good Hope and 
far withim the Arctic Circle just be- 
fore starting from Good; Hape to Ed- 
monton.

He retucned to God Hope in the 
summer,‘jeavisg the Landing oif 
Juae 5th, and made, a good trig, down 
exceyt that the party were held up 
for a monih ou Great Slave Jake, by 
contrary witds. Mr. Qonnor expect- 
ed td be able to get out again by open 
water last fall, with the aid of a small 
steamer which he had rigged up with 
the machinery of the old Upas, that 
at one time war owned on the Saskat- 
chewan by D. R. Fraser. But the gear- 
ing! broke down, and it was impossible 
to repair it; so there was nothing to 
ba done, but come out and leave his 
previous winier’s trade of fur until 
the coming season, when he hosed, to be 
able to bring it out with the aid of fhe 
steamer ‘boing built at Fort; Smith, ~ 

Mr. Connor has trading ports at 
Good Hops, in charge of Dan Gc<fuid, 
at Peel river in charge of Jas. Haly, 
and another at Fort —" in charge 
of Jobn Pearack. 

Seven United States whalers win- 
tered on the Arctic coast iast year, 
two at Herschel! island and five on 
the coast east of the mouth of the 
Mackenzie, These whalers do a great 
deal of trade with the Esquimxux and 
northern Indians, being able to sell 
groceries and provisions at much low- 
ef rates tham the ‘traders who have to 
take their goods down from Edmoamton. 
As ‘there are no customs ‘houses on! the 
Arctic coast they pay no dmty, and 
have this additional advantage over the 
Canadian traders, They come from 
San Francisco and as they come in 
light for loads tu be taken out their 
freight on trading suiiplies brought in 
is practicaliy nothing. They trade 
whiskey to the Esquimaux and In- 
dians and are doing a great deal of 
harm in) many ways to legitimate Can- 
adian interests. Mr. Connor himself 
awns a whale boat turchased from one 
ai these vessels by one of the north- 
ern missions when visiting the ships 
to purchase supplies. 

There, was an excellent catch of fish 
in the northern lakes this fall, so 
that there is not likely toi be a scarcity 
of food amongst the Indians during the 
present winter. 

An epidemic of dysentery prevailed 
amongst the Indians of the Mackenzie 
last faji. At Wrigley, 21 deaths o- 
curred ‘n about two months, At oth- 
er points the fatalities were not so 
numerous, althouga the soe was 
prevalent, 


The iast of the Klondikers who were 
sd numerdus along the Mackenziq a 
couple Of years ago has come out. But 
on the day after Mr. Connor left Fort 
Good Hop: in January last Frank 
Braine, formerly of Kort Saskatche- 
wan, who went down the Mackenzie 
with the Langworthy party errived 
witha party of Indians from the head 
of Stewart river, where he was mining. 
After trading a small amount of fur 
he had with bim he revurned across the 
mouctains with the Indians, The trip 
took about 11 days. He did not say 
very much o° what he was doing,but as 
he had! been there for a year, it would 
seem that he must have been doing 
something. In the previous Apri! 
while Mr. Coaner was absent on the 
wav to Edmooton he ahd come over 
with a band of Indians, 2nd etated tha 
no intended to go back to the Stewart 
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would come n to Good Bove. Mr. 
Conner eS cae expecting him 
last winter, and had made. up his mind 
to await his visit and ge back with 
himyiga dwn the Stewart and out! the 
Dalton trail to Skagway, believing that 
he could reach Edmoaton more quickly 
thad.way than by the long dog sleigh 
or. up river journey. tia Edmonttoin, Bet 
he got impatient and started befare 
Braine arrived and eo missed him. ' 


Mr. ‘Connor has very littla informa- 

tion regarding mineral in tha vicinity 
cf Fort Good Hope. Indians - from 
there ‘hunt on Great Bear lake and as 
far east as the Coppermine river. These 
Indians have brought in some speci- 
mens of pure copper, supposedly from 
the Coppermine river. 
- The Mackenzie river is a magnificent 
stream, as large as the St. Lawrence. 
The distances are also magnificent, 
Goai Hope to Norman 200 miles, Nar- 
man to Wrigley 180 miles, Wrigley ito 
Simpspin, 135 miles, Simpson to Pro- 
vidence 160 miles, Providence ta Reso- 
lution 170 miles, Resolution to Smith 
180 miles,—a round thousand miles 
without a break, and still Good Hope 
is several “hundred miles short! af the 
Arctic ocean,

CANADIAN CONTINGENTS. 

Reviewing the history of the Canae 
dian contingents in South’ Africa, the 
Times, London. ublishes it as fel- 
lows: 

The Canaiians have always < been 
eager to help bear the burden af the 
mother country’s military, difficulties, 
In the Crimea a Canadian contingent 
joined in the operations, while in the 
earlier Nile campaign a detachment of 
bonimen was furnished to aid Lord 
Wolseley in the navigation of the 
cataracts, - 


As)soo as it was’ evident that a 
peaceful issue to the South African 
trouble was impossible, an organiza- 
tion was set on foot in Canada with 
the objeat of offerixyg a contingent of 
volunteers for service in South Africa. 
Volunteers came forward in such num- 
vers tha* thei raising of tie Royal Can- 
adaan Regiment of Iafantry became! a 
matter of selection. The regiment 
was womposed of ierritorial companies, 
A Company, Meniiee and the North- 
west; B Company, London, Ontario; 
C Company, Toronto,;; D, Company, 
Ottawa, and Kings‘on; E Company, 
Moatreal; EF. Company, Quebec; G 
Company, Freijerickton an dPrince Ed- 
ward Island: and H Company, Hali- 
fax. The command was vested in 
Lieutenant-Coionel W. D. Otter, Can- 
adiaa staff; A. D. C., to the governor- 
general, and the regiment sailed. from 
Quebee in the steamship Sardinian cn 
October 30th last year. 

Almost immediately the offer of a 
second contingent was made, This 
was accepted, and consisted of artillery 
and ist and 2nd Canadian Mounted 
Rifles (Royal Canadian Dragoons and 


2nd Battalion C. M. R.); about 1,900 

men in all, 
Later Lord Stnajthoona raised, 

equipped, and despatched a corps of 


special volunteers, 540 strong known 
as “Strathcora’s Horse.” This browght 
the whole strength of the Canadian 
contingent up: to about 2,500 men, The 
various unit(s arrived, in''South Africa 
on the following dates: ist Canadian 
contingent, Cape Town, November 29; 
2n4 contingent, Cap> Town, Marchi 24; 
“CC.” “D” and “E” °Patteries Field Ar- 
tillery, Cape Town, Febraary 18: “C” 
Battery, Beira, April 23; and Strath- 
cona’s Horse, Cape Town, Apri] 12, 

The work of the first contingeat is 

perhaps the best knawn; it is certain- 
* the easicst to 'troce, as.the regiment 
was brigaded wit: tho Gordon High- 
landers, Shropshire and Cornwall 
Light Infantry under Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Smith-Dorien, and formed part 
of the now famoug 19th Brigade. On 
arrival in| South Africa it joined’ Lord 
Methuen’s command, and took part’ in 
the battling beforc Kimberley against 
Cronje. Onei hundred men of-the Tor- 
onto company «accompanied Colonel 
Piicher in his éxpeditioa to Douglas 
and Sunnyside, <nd it will be remem- 
bered that it wes tothd Canadians 
thatthe rebels surrendered. But it 
wasjion the banks off the. Modder river 
tha the Canadians earned _ sreat 
distinction. 


They took part in the terrible ana 
from Ramdam in the pursuit! of 
Cronje, and crossed to the north baak 
Oj the river in ithe futile attempt to 
reduce the Boer laager by direct at- 
tack on February 18. It was a heavy 
day for Canada. They lost in casual- 
ties 80 men, ani stood only just below, 
the Seaforth Highlanders, Yorkshire 
Regiment, and Argyll and Sutherland 
Highlanders in the ghastly list which 
records the tenaci‘y of a purticular 
unit in fighting of this nature, But 
those who witnessed the Canadians 
and Corawall Light Infantry snaiching 
position after position from under the 
vers muzzles of magazine riftes speak 
of the incideat with bated breath, , . 

Nor was tae final, act in the Cronje 
drama; less creditabie to’ Canada. The 
picture of the night of February 26, 
when “G’’ and “H” Companies ad- 
vancel to cover the Royal Engineers 
in their attempt te throw 4 parallel 
almost within a stone’s throw of the 
enemy’s trenches, forms one of the 
most dramaitic silmations of the war, 
Thers is no more stirring: incident re- 
corded than the digging of this sap 
under fire, when the enterprise was 
discovered, and tbe retreat of part of 
tha force, only to bo received upon the 
bayonets ef their friends. Such an en- 
terprise in war is generally only given 
to the oldest, most staunch, and exper- 
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ada, And then the climax -at dawn 
the surrender of Cronje whea he found 
Canadians, still in Smith-Dorrien’s bri- 
yatds of his outer line! 

After the halt at Bloemfontein; the 
Canadians still in Smith-Dorien’s bri- 
gade, accomraniesd General Ian Hamil- 
toda throughout his flank marches from 
Thabanchu to Pretoria, They were 
present at al) Hamilt@n’s enagasments, 
and, at Israel’s Poort their gallant com- 
mandant, Colonel Otter, was wounded, 
They marched through the capital with 
fixed bayonets after the official oceuya- 
tien, but they did! not take part in the 
engagement at Diamond Hill. Smith- 
Dorrien’s Brigade was relegated ita 
duty on the line of communications, 
and the Canadéans behaved mopt/ gal- 
laatly ‘when their position was attack- 
edat Springs, 

The Mounted Rifles and Strath- 
cona's Horse formed gart of Colonel 
Aldersan’s Corps of Mounted In- 
faatry. Now, that the question of farm 
razing has been brought into promi- 
nence, it is interesting, td notice that 
the first repirisal o1. this kind, after the 
tide of war had changed, was made ir 
connection with the. we ee 
Rifles, : t 

At Leeuwkop, .where Geena! Pole- 
Carew was operating with the view of 
relieving the pressure on De Wetsdorp, 
the enemy made use ofa farm at the 
foot of Lewwhkop to attack the Cana- 
dians, The farm was flying the flag of 
neutrality at the tine, and was there- 
fere destroyed. 

“C” Battery weat to Beira and jain- 
ed the Rhodesian lield Force, and en- 
tered Mafeking with Colonel Plumer’s 
®olumn, The mounted men have fol- 
lowed General Hutton through the 
many intricate movements after: De- 
Wet. Wher Botha, on July 16, closed 
in ugon Pretoria, the Canadiang be- 
havei with signal gallantry and lost 
two brave ari promising officers: in 
Borden and Dirch.. On the line of com- 
m@nications a ietachmeat under Lieut- 
enant W. M. Ing!'s gallantly warded 
off an attack by the commando which 
had failed to reduce the Honingspruit 
post under Colonel Buliock, 

During Sir. C. Warcen’s ojerations 
against ‘he rebels in Griqualand the 
Canadian batteries confirmed the high 
opinion in which the !roops from the 
Dominiou were now hell, 


Throwughoat *he campaign the Cana- 
dians, whether gunners, troopers or 
infautrymen have proved themselves 
brave and trustworthy soldiers, While 
im the face of the enemy they have 
never lackei any of those qualities 
whieh havs marked the contingents 
from other colonies, one misses in 
them the impatient recklessness of the 
Australian and ‘he uacertain temper of 
the African-tred colonial, Ganada may 
well be proud of their behaviour, alike 
in field and canyp, . ‘
